We, the democrats Of the United States In 
national coDventlon assembled do reaffirm 
ut'.r allegiance to those great essential prin- 
ciples of justice and liberty upon which our

We sre unalterably opposed to the single 
gold standard which has locked fast the pros- 
perity of an Industrial peopk- In the paralysis 
of bard timea Gold monometallism Is a 
British policy and Its adoption has brought 
other nations Into finsnclal servitude to Luo- 
don. It Is not only un-Amrrican but anti- 
American and It can be fastened on the United 
Ststes only by the stifling of that indomitable 
spirit and love of liberty which proolalmed 
our political independence in 1774 and won It 
In the war of the revolution 
We demand tbe free and unlimited coinage 
of both sliver and gold at the present legs! ratio 
of 14 to 1. without wslilug for the sId or consent 
of sny other nation We demand that tbe 
standard silver dollar shall be a full legal ten- 
der. equally with gold tor all debts, publioand 
private, and we favor such Isglslstion as will 
prevent the demoaietlzatloo of any kind of le- 
gal tender money by private ctratract. 

We are opposed to the policy and praotiee 
of surrendering to tbe holders of the obligs- 
tioDS of the United Stales the option reserved 
bj Isw to tbe government of redeeming such 
obligations In either silver coin or gold coin 
We are opposed to tbe issuing of Interest- 
bearing bonds of the United Stales In lime of 
peace, and condemn tbe traffloklng with bank- 
ing syndicates which. In exchange for bonds 
azd St an enormous profit to themselves, sup- 
ply the federal treasury with gold to maintain 
the polloT of gold monometallism. 

OoDgreSB alone has tbe power to coin and 
Issue money, and President Jsekson declared 
that this power could not be dsloguted to cor- 
pc rations or Individuals 
We therefore denoonoe ths Issuanoe of 
notes Intended to olrculate as money by na- 
tional banks as In derogation of the eonstlin- 
tton and we demand that all paper which is 
made s legal lender for public and private 
debtA or which Is receivable for dues to tbe 
United Ststes. shall be Issued by tbe govern- 
ment of the United States and shall be re- 
deemable In coin. 

We bold that tariff duties should be levied 
for purposes of revenue, should also be ad- 
just^ so as to operate equally throughout 
the country, and not dlserlmlnale between 
class or section, and that taxation 
should be limited by the needs of the govern- 
ment honestly snd economically administered.

A PROMISED REPUBLICAN FRAUD

In 1878 — five years after Ute demone- 
tization of silver— the Congress of the 
United States by a two-thirds vote in a j 
Democratic House and a three-fourths 
vote in a Republican Senate, adopted the 
following preamble and resohitijn iiitnc 
duced in tbe .-Senate by Stanley Matthew s 
of Ohio: 

“Whereas, Bv the act entitle)! ‘An act 
to strengthen the public credit,’ ate 
prove)! Macli 18, 186H, it was provideil 
and declared that the faith ot the United 
States was thereby solemnly pleilgeil to 
the payment in coin, or its e)jui\'*lent. of 
al! the interest-bearing obligations of the 
United States, except in case* where 
the law authorizing the issue of such ob- 
ligatious had expressly provideil that the 
sauie might l>e uiuile in lawful niouey or 
other currency than golil aud silver; ami 

Whereas, All the lion>ls of the Uniteil 
.''tales authoried to l>e issued by the m-t 
entitle)! 'An ai't to anthorize the refund- 
ing of the national debt,’ approveil July 
14, 1870, by the terms of saiil act were 
ilei'lared to l>e reileemahle in coin of the 
then present standing value. Ixiaring in- 
terest payable semi-annually in such 
coin; and 

“Whereas, .\11 bonds of the Uniteil 
.''tales authorized to be issiieil iiiuler the 
act entitleil ‘An a<;t to proviile for the re 
sumption of sf»e<'ie payments,’ ap- 
js-OA-ol .lanuary 14, 187.5, are requireil 
to be of the descriptiijn of bonds of the 
l'niteilStates^*<5Til)eit in the saiil act of 
prove)! July 14. 1870, entitled 
ctionan^-, authorize the rafunding of 
tlTT'iiL^'ort^^ebt;’ ami 

“Whereas, At the ilate of the passage 
of said act of Congress last aforesaiil, to- 
wit, the 14tb day of July, 1870, the coin 
)>f the Unite)] Stales of stamlanl value of 
that date iucludeil silver dollars of the 
weight of 412] grains each, declare)! by 
the act approve)! January 18, 1837, eu- 
titleil '.^n act suitplemeiilary to the act 
entitleil ‘.4n ad establishing a mint ami 
regulating the coins of the United .State* 
to lie legal tender of payments, ao'onl- 
ing b> their nominal value, for any sums 
whatever,’ therefore 

“Resolve)], By the Senate (the House 
of Representatives concurring therein), 
that all tbe bonds of the United States 
issueil, or aiithorizeil to lie iasued, umler 
the said acts of Cougn-ss hereiuliefore 
recited, are ]iayable principle and iuler- 
est, at the option of the Government of 
the United States, in silver dollars, of the 
coinage of the Uuitetl States, containing 
412] grains each of standard silver, ami 
that to restore to it* coinage such silver 
coins as a li^al tender in [laymeut of said 
Ixiuds, principle aud interest, is not in 
violation of the pnblic faitn, nor in dego- 
gatioD of the rights of ti.e public creil- 
itor.’’ 

This was an explicit an authoritative 
construction of both Houses of Congress 
to the contract containeil in the bonds of 
the United States issueil up to that time. 
Every bond issued since then has been 
issued in tbe same form, and has the 
declaration on its face that it is issued 
under tbe act which makes bonds re- 
deemable in coin, either of golil or silver, 
of the standard value of July 14, 1870, a 
date three years prior to the demonetiza 
. tion of silver. From that date to this, 
every purchaser of the United States 
' Ixinils not only has notice, printi^l upon 
his bond, that he can i.ot decide for him- 
self whether he shall be piaid in gold or 
in silver, bnt that he will receive which- 
ever is most convenient for the Govern- 
ment. In addition to the notice printeil 
upon bis bond, every bon>1holder has 
had the foregoing preamble and resolu- 
tion of (kiugress to teach him bow false 
and fraudulent are the promise* uiaile 
to him in newspaper* and by Free- 
idents and Secietaries of the Treasurj- 
that shall be pahl in gold. This notice has 
been standing for eighteen years. No 
gold monometallist has dared to offer a 
resolution to rescind it Mr. Cleveland 
and tbe Morgan srniiicate themselves 
txire testimony that the bonds were not 
payable in gold when they beset Ck>n- 
grese last year and the year before to 
pass a law making them payable in gold. 
It will Ire remembereil that Mr Cleve- 
land lectured Cougress severely on this 
subject, and plainly declared that the 
reason he could nut sell the boml* at a 
higher price was because they were not 
payable in gold. An effort to make them 
payable in gold was defeated in Congress. 

It remained for the National Republi- 
can Convention of 1896 to pledge itself to 
tbe alteration of this contract between 
the govemmeut and the money lenders.

IT IS .CDDKESSEII TO THE REI'URI.IC.CKS OF 
MINNESOTA. 



St. I’aul, Mian , July 2.— Tlie most 
seusatioual manifesto in Miiineeota’s 
history was that issued this afternoon by 
the silver Republiisms who refuse to 
sup(Mirt McKinley for President, Clough 
for Governor, or any of the Republicau 
cauilidate* for Congress The promi- 
nence of the meu signing it attracts 
vvidtsjireatl atlentiuD. Amougthe uum- 
lx*r are Lieutenant Governor Frank A. 
Day, Congressman Charles A. Towne, 
ex-Cougre*siuan John Lind and several 
State Seuatore. The address is issueil 
to the Republicans of Minnesota, and 
says: 

“The grtiatest issue which has arisen 
in this coiiutry since the abolition of 
.African slavery now confront* an .\meri- 
cau people. The common [leople have 
viewed with increasing alanu the effort 
of a foreign money aristocracy to fasten 
upon this nation the single gold standard 
of value. In the past they turned with 
the inspiration of faith to the Republi- 
can party for protection against that 
|x)wer whicli seeks to strike down one- 
half the reileuiption money of the world 
that the other ball may purchase double 
the amount of products of toil. They 
had a right to ex|iect such protection. 
Tlie Republican party was born of tbe 
commou people. Its uiissiou lias been 
to diguify labor, to secure to him who 
toils in the field or mine the just fruits 
of honest labor. From the day of the 
{Mtrty’s birth until the oresent time no 
article of Republii'aa faith has Ireen 
m>jre prououpced than the lielief in 
bimetallism.

The report on condition of crops and 
stock on June 30, embracing replies from 
159 correspondents, representing 101 
counties: 



WHEAT. 

The wheat crop was harvested with- 
out any marketl chan^ in condition as 
indicate*! in the report of last month. As 
indicated in the prece<lent report, a con- 
siderable per cent of the acreage was too 
inferior to harvest. Tl e acreage harvest- 
e<l, as compareil with i.n average year, is 
68. Threshing has begun, and the yield 
in some of the counties where the crop 
was most pmmising, has fallen short of 
expectations on accouct of damage from 
cliiiicb hug. On the other hand the 
yield in the central and eastern sections, 
w iiere the crop promised little, .las ex- 
ceeded expectations. 

The average yield jer acre o\er the 
State is 6jj bushels. Tliose counties re- 
|K>rting the largest vie d are Nelson, 12 
Inisheis; Carlise, 10 bcsbels; Fulton 11 
bushels; Trigg, 10 biiffiels; Union, 11 
bushels, and Henderso:i 9 bushels. 'Fhose 
counties re|>orUiig ths smallest yields 
are Allen, Breckinridg>;, Hardin. .Madi- 
son, Meade, Oldham, Sijqisouaud AA'asli- 
iugtou,4 bushels eai.'h, imdbutle> 6 bush- 
els. 



COItN. 

Tlie condition of the corn crop repre- 
sents all St ago, vary iig from a very 
low condition iu the A'estern counties, 
causeil by continiie<l e ccessive rains, to 
a condition in the certral and ea.stern 
portions of the .^tate Uiiifoniilv reported 
as the best pros(>ects over known at this 
season of the year. W -stern Kentucky 
has experience*! an unprecedented sea- 
son of rainfall, which ha.s for the past 
six weeks prevente*! cultivation as well 
as planting; as a coiise*|ueuce, the crop 
is au entire failure in bottoms and low- 
lands On the upland a cessation ot 
rain now would admit of a great part of 
the damage being iepaire<l, but under no 
circuiifstancescaii a full crop be obtained 
even on tbe uplands. 

In the central counties the only ad- 
verse circumstances re|K>rted are dam- 
age from chicli hug aud washing np the 
crop by severe local rain storms. The 
crop is reported as laid by in good con- 
dition iu this section. The connties re- 
porting the highest average of condition 
are Henry and Rowan 120; Bourbon and 
Bracken 115; Penilelton .112, Boone, Lin 
coin and Bhelhr 110; Montgomery 108; 
Taylor 106; Metcalf, Roliertson and 
Scott 105. The counties reporting the 
lowest average couditioos are: Marshall 
50; Graves ,52; Union i.nd Ballaru 57; 
AVehster 60; Calloway 62; McCracken 
67; Caldwell 68 

TOBACCO. 

The tobacco crop represents much 
the same condition as shown in tlie 
corn cnip The western *x>nnties nuiver- 
sally report alow averagi condition, cul- 
minating in a total failnre in a few conn- 
ties. Tlie crop in this section, even on 
the hill lands, is re pored as overran 
with grass and weeds, yellow from ex- 
cessive moistnre, and Isiing plowed np 
and planted to other cro(s. 

In tbe central counties the crop, with 
the exception of tbe bettoms in some 
sections, is the finest and most advanced 
ever known at this pericsl. A la.'ye por- 
tion of the crop was topped by Jnly 1 and 
the cultivation has b3en first-class. 
Worms are reported as abundant. Some 
fear is expressetl that the crop is too far 
advanced tor tbe season. The acreage 
has been reduced since the crop was set 
by the abandonment of fields in the 
western counties, eo that on July 1 the 
number of acres growing as compared 
with an average year, is 7,'i General av- 
erage conditiou over the State 92. The 
counties allowing an average of 110 and 
over are: Woodford, Pet dieton, Owen. 

Lincoln, Henry, Green, Franklin, Clark 
and Backeu. Of these, the connties of 
Bracken and Franklin report the highest 
average, 125 each. The hiwest averages 
are for Graves 37; Carlisle and Marshall 
50; McCracken 57; Hopkins 60 and Un- 
ion 62.
